REDUCTIOR OF THE BTATE DEBT,

.Hi the report of the Comumisslonera of the
Hinking Fund for the year ending September
4 1867, the “loans redesmed” amounted Lo
£1,794 650 50, and by Lhelr reporl irom Beptember
3, , W November 30, 1865, the *loans re-
desmed” amounted to §4 41451664, making a
total reduction of the State debt, in two years and
three monins, of four million (wo hundred and
nins thovsand three hunds ed and elghdy six dellars
and feurteen cents,

Tope sssels remalviog Iin the Sinking Fand
are as follow, viz :(—Bouds of the Pennayltauia
Rallroad Company, six milllon four handred
thousund dollars, and bonds of the Philadel-
phis and Erle Rallroand Company, three mil-
llons five hundred thonsand doliars. These are
non-interest beariug bondas, and will not mature
for many years, I therefore recommend to the
sonsideration of the Legisintare whe rropnety
of the, ge of & law autborizlog the Com-
anissioners of the Binking Fund to sell these
bonds at pablic sale 1o Lhe highest bidder, and
direot the proeeeds Lo be applied Lo the liguida-
tion of the Blate debt.

During the last elghteen
oarried upon the accounis of the Aualitor-
GUeneral snd Btale Treasurer, and In tooir
several publie statements, *depreciated fuuds
unavailable' to the amount of forty-one thoa-
sand and thirty-two dollam, I recommendd the
appoiniment of a jolnt sommiiltes by the
Leogislnture, whose duty it shall be to examina
the sald depreciated and unavailable fands and
dispose of them to the best advaninge of the
Treum{; or, If found 1o be worthiess, Lo eanoel
and des m{ them, sothat theacoonnting offie ra
mn]y be ri lleved fromn the necessily and respon-
sibllity of annnally acovunting for them.

The Iarge cash balancs remaining in the
Treasury on the 30tn of November, 1807, has
peen used for Lthe payment of Lthe twenty-threo
million lomn sud for tbe Mguidation of ont-
granding clalms sgainetl the State, The invest-
ment of the funds, in one of the modes
recommendad In my Inst annuil message has,
therefore, In A greal measure been rendered
unnecessary for the present, Hut in the eveat
of large necumulations of money hereafier, the
recom mendations therein 1venar9mﬂpmtf‘ully
referred to, nnd renewad, Whenever thore
may be surplus funds in the Treasury they
onn, with salety and benefil Lo the HBtate, be
employed in lg& purehase of 1ts nutuumiluu
bonds, and in saving the Inlerest on them
which would accomulate prior to their
maturity,

1 regret to siate that the last Leglsiatore,
although fully forewarved In regard Lo the in-
seenrity snd want of proper and sufMolent
guards for the safle keeping of the money of the
Commonwealth, failed to determine upon any
maodle by which the Tressury may be effectually
guarded Aagainst the possibllity of lows, The
present Leglslature has 1L in 1is power Lo secare
for itself no ordinary honor, by the ennetment
of such s law, strong and efficlent for the pur-
pose lndicated, and the enjoyment not ouly of
the approbation but the jpermunent gratitude
of every cltizen,

Notwlthsiunding the satisfactory rednetion
of the public Indebledness, ss shown in the
foregoing statements, an lmmenss State debt
is still upon us, requiriag nearly two milllons
of dollais 1o be cohecwd to pay Lhe Interest
secrulpg upon It annually, Its extingulshment
Al the earllest practioable perlod, not Incon-
sl<tent with other publie Interests, is of the
highest importance to every taxpayer. 1 oan-
not, therefore, too strongly urge the strictest
veonomy In respect to every expenditure and
the ntmost retrenchiment in every depar! ment,

fetrenchment s emphatically demanded by the
people, in legtalat ve expenditures as well as in
cvery olther branch of the Govermmen!f, Thelr
eyes are open to Invesiigate avery transaotion,
und by thelr ballots they are ready le strike
down those who will not take eftective actlon
in favor of positive and radieal reform, The
money pald into the Treasary is the property
of the people, every one of whom has & just
right 1o hold his representatives to a stvict
acconntabllity for every dollar Lhat may be
appropristed or expended.

| bere renow the remarks mado last year on
the subject of “annuval aporopriations,” to
which you are regpeciful'y referred. For four
KuCcceLslve Years the general appropriation
bills bave veen signed on the 1ith day of April,
belog about the time of adjouarnment. Toe
Goverpor hss been forced elther to sign the
bills without Pmper Invesiigation, notwith-
sianding sny objections he may bave, suspend
the means Lo defray the operations of the gov-
ernment for the ensuing year, or oall an extra
seeslon of the Leglsinture. I repeal that it
1& earnestly desired that the appropriation bill
be taken up, discussed, and passed at & sufll-
clently early perlod durlng the sesslon to
enable It to recelve that lhurcugh examlaation
which its importance demands,'”

Education,
COMMON SCHOOLS.

The annual report of the Superintendent of
Common senools exhibits the condiilon of that
department In a highly satisfuctory manner,
Within the State there are 1918 sehool distriets
15 768 schools, 2382 graded scuools, 11,008 school
direptors, 73 eounly olty and bnroush snperin-
tendents; 16 771 teachers, and 800,615 pupila The
cost of tultion for the year was $3 274,260°43; of
tmllrllng‘. yurchasing, and renting schonl-
bouses, $1,001,1562°65; of contingencles, $851,2551.
These three Ilams. with exoenditares for all
olher purposes copnected therewith, amount Lo
the nggregnte sum of §0,200,557 14,

These fuacls are exhibited with great sntisfao-
tlon, a8 they show the average anoual cost for

there bat been

dollars and seveniy- foor and & half cents. The
average amount pald to eéach teacher 1s abont
$105'174¢ per annum, This, In my oplnlon, Is
100 small a Balary to secure the services of com -
petent teachers; and [ am fully justified in
urgin g the necessity of increased com pensation,
1t is but jost, and it will bhave an elevating
tendency not only upon the teashers, but the
manner In which their dutles are performed.

Your attentlon 1s called to the fact that, not-
withstlanding the ample provislon now mude
by law for the education of all persons between
the ages of slx and tweniy-one yoars, large
numbers of children, Srlnclmlly in our citlies,
do not attend any kind of sohool. Over twent,
| thousand of this clasd are found in Philadel-
phia, and the numbér in the siate is estimated
1o bée not less than seventy-five Lbhousand,
These children grow up o ignorancee, frequently
without employ ment, sud many of Lhein oon-
tract babits of vien, which eventaally eause
them to be commiited to hoases of refoge,
county prigons, or pealtentigries, Hamaoily
apd sound pubile pol 1y demand thal some-
thing be dove to remedy this growing evil, and
ulso that of the neglected condition of conside-
riable numbers of children In thealms and poor
bouses In many of the gounties,

Four Normal Bchools are now recognized as
Btate tnatilunions. The number of students at-
tending them during the L yoar was 2115, of
whom elghty graduated, Two additional Nor-
mal Schools will probably go into operation
during this year, one locuted at Bloomsvuarg,
Columbla county, and tho other at Oalifornia,
Washisgton counly, The valusof these Institus-
tonstothe common sohool Ays'em cannot be es.
timated. Oar echeols are comparatively worth-
less witbont qualified teachers, and such teaoh-
€re can most easlly be obtaln d from the Nor-
mual lopstitoles, where the &\ of teaching is
made a speclally.

A meeting of the presidents and other an-
thoritles of & number of our prinelpal colleges
wae neld In Hurvisburg last winter, the objeot
of which was to bring about a closer anlon of
all our edocational institations, and conusot
by & bond of sympathy, if not of organic strue-
ture, the common schools, high schools, acade-
miles, and colleges, The establishment of saeh
unb’edumllonal department seems Lo be desl.
rabie,

There 16 no subject more worthy the delibera-
tlons of the Legislature than the promotion of
the welfare of our common schools. They lm-
mediately nnderlie the charaoteristio features
of our soelal system; they are founntalos of that
widespread Intelligence which,like & pereonial
vitality, pervades the natlon, and are nurseries
of that inquiring spirlt W whion we are
indebled for the purlly and preservatlon of our
freée lnstitutions. In e republican government
education is 4 sure basls of power and public
prosperity. By it the people are tanght to dis-
cern and estimate the value of thelrown rights;
to distivgulsh between oprrmlon and the ex-
erolse of lawful aathority; to diseriminate
petween liberty and lleentiousness; Lo preserve
an inviolable reapeat for the laws, and exercise
“elereal vigllapes" agalnst any encroachnents
upon them, It I8 admitled that a thoroughly
@duenled people slone can be permanently free,
By educational exlture patriotism 18 expanded
and the principles, manners, and sentiments of
thae who! e‘pﬂi)l‘lll are assimiiated, Many of Lhe

They are among Lhe moat pal-
lanthroplie institultons of the age, and reflect
bigh honor on the patriotism of toe Legialatare
lry which they have been so liberally endowed,
and opon our people by whom they are sus-
talned, The ehildren who are the reociplents of
their benefits are the offapring of brave men
who voluntarily endangered their lives in the
oause of their eountry in the most trylng hour
of 1is existence, und who, glowlng witn patriotlo
ardor, fonght as bravely and as heroleally as
the noblest men 'n the world's history.

Thoasands of them who left their homes In
the bloom of health, and with the brigntest
haopes of manhood, now sieep In death, leaving
thelr widows and litie ones 1o the oare af the
country in whose service they fell, and which
promiged them It protection, Toelr ehildren
are the wards of thik great OCommonweallb;
and oo muceh praise cannol by awarded s
peaple for the muuificent and tender manuer
In which they have thas far, throngh their re
presentatives, discharged the sacred and dells
cule truat,

AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE,

Betore the General Governmeant appropriated
publio laods to the several Biates for tne par-
peee of agricnlinral and military edacation
and Lthe mechanle artg, and prior o the Line
when Penosylvania endowed the Agricultural
College wilh her sbhare of Lthoss lsuds, It was
dependent wholly apon Individual foflunence,
without any other means for Its support than
iir own earnings. History proves thatl semina-
rles of learning eannot be eMolently snsinined
by thelr own Inlernal resources, 1The educa-
tirm of youth in the nigher branches of know-
liddge seema to require Lhe Ald of philiaothiroplo
eontributions. Tols lnstitation had nol these
benefits to any adequate extent, and though
the board of trustees bestowed apon It the
most auxions oare, their zeal and abor, com-
bined with thoss of 1ts friends, were not equal
to a contest with Lthe wanl of means,

Henee the sehool did not command the confl-
dence of farmers who were able to eduoate thelr
wons, and who could not forget that the charno-
terof the college attached to the eharsoter of its
graduates; and thsat its fallure would enter lato
the estimate which the world would place upon
the education It bestowed, This feature has now
been removed. The peopla.lthmnxh thelr Legls-
Iature, huve endowed this Institntion with the
interest upon a fund of $318,500 (invested in
United States and Pennsylvanin State six per
cent. bonds), payable to it seml-annually. Last
year Lhis interest amour ted to 82564278, The re-
slone ofthe fund, §43,85%6 60, hasjoeen appropri-
ated, nnderthe law, by the board of trustees, to
the purchass of three model and experimental
farms; oneat the Coliege, In Centre county, for
§8U00, one In  Chester county for 817,750,
and ope In Indlana county for §18,1305), The
board has also recenily reorganized the facully
and remodelled the course of studies, so as Lo
adapt them to the wants of the agrioultaral
community. This new order of things goes
Into operation at the commencement of the
pext sesgion, and 1t 15 earnestly hoped willbe s
auccess, There 18 no profession, trade, or eall-
g in life where the value of knowledge and
tr e lghts of sclence, and the practieal applica-
tion of both, nre 8o potent for profitable results
as in thelr adaplation to agiiculiural pursnlts.
Ard inthis truly practical age It 18 well worthy
of the consideratlon of parents whether they
ghould not avail themselves of Lthe benafils of
this Institution, now so generously endowed by

the Suale,
Military.

From the report of the Adjutant-General yon
will learn the conditlon of the Mllitary Doepart-
ment. The inaetivilty in military atfairs after the
cessation of hostitilities and nupon the retuarn of
pe ce has in agreal measure been dispelled,
and an solive martial spirit now prevalls
throughout the 8'ate; more particularly in
Philaaelphia, where, by a speocial legislitive
epaclment, the minilmom naomber of men
required to form & cumPany has been redaced,
und & brigade fund Is raised by & tax npon those
who are not mermbers of a military organlza-
tion, but liable to the performaves of military
duty. I reccmmend the passage of asimilar
law for the whole Siaie. For the make of pre-
serving the Tmt interesta involved, which
inclnde the lives, property, and happiness
of our people, this Is presented Lo you as an
important sabject for yoar dellperation.

Lvery possible encouragement of volunteers
Lins been afforded, and noltwithstanding the
difficulvies indicated it bas resuited as follows:
In 1806 there were elghl volunteer companles
in the Btate; in 1867, thirty-eleght; and (o 1808,
eeventysseven, and a number of others in
preparation for orgapization,

By u reduction of the number for a oomrany
from thas now required to an aggregate of ffLy
officers and men, companies wouid soon be
numbered by the nundred, any of whioh could
euslly be recruited to the maximum namber if
required for active service. Toe Htate tuat
always maintains the highest degree of prepa-
ration, accomplishes most and sutfors least in
the conflict of Arms; and by being in readiness
it often prevenls lmproper eucroinchments
upon her rights,

The Adjulant Goneral pregents a fall and de-
talled statement of the disbursements in his de-
purtment during the year ending November 80,
I868, with an estimate for Lthe nedwssary Appro-
priations for the current year, and also for such
amounts ag have bien diseovered 1o be duae
frem the Trapsportation Department, ocon-
tracted auring 1he war.

STATE AGENCY,

The existence of the Military Blate Agoney at
Wushington terminated on the 8lst day of July
last, st which tme the appropriation fortoe
payment of 118 expenses was exbansted, Muach
peuefit resnlled;to many of the soldlers of our
Stute and thelr representatives from this oifice,
in which thelr just does fromthe United Siates
Government were collected and transmiiied Lo
Lbemn free of charge,

In Auﬁull. alter the agency ceased to exist,
there silll remaiped a conslderavie number of
uusetijed claims, and a8 no one kKnew more
sbout thelr condition, or could possibly oblaln
an earlier settlement of them than the late
agent, Colonel Cook, ltmrmuwd him, upon his
own offer, Lo cloge up business of Lhe ofilce,
and 10 wransact any other business for Lhe
soldiers of Pennsylvanla at one hal/ the fees that
are charged by any olher private ageney In
Washington City. 'tbls arrangement has tbhus
fur been carried out, and, I am pleased Lo add,
with very general satisfaction. All the books
aud papers of the agency will be Lransferred o
the office of the Adjutanl-General

Registry Law,

At the last session ef the Leglslature an act
was passid known a8 the ‘Reglstry Law,” the
intention of whioh was Lo proutéct the baliot-
DOx s¥slnll corruption and fraudulent vouing,
1o which IL has for many years been dlsgracse-
fully exposed. This law seems to have been so
defeollveln some of Its provisions as Lo have
recelved the condemnstion of & majority of
the Bupreme Courl, by which It was pro-
pounced “incongraons and unoonstitutional,”
Al theelectlion Immediately after this declsion,
itis alleqed that frands were perpeirated sur-
Em slpg In megnitude perhaps any that haye

een consommaled herelofore in Lthe history of
the Commonwealth, These frauds have demons
stroted the necemsity of the passage of some law or
lawa thatwill accemptish the dexired olyeot withoud
being subject to the cm'téplionablc Jeadures poin ed
out by the learned gentlemen who pronounced the
apinion of the Supreme Benoh,

There 18 Bo subject of such vital Importance
to the whole couunlry a8 the sanclity of the
ballot-box and Lthe prolection of ull eitizens in
Lthelr right to the elective franchise. Thisright
18 vur proundest boast. It endowslheé American
eltizen with A freedom and A power nol pos-
sesged by Lhe sunject of uny olher government,
It mekes bl the peer of his fellow- man, whal-
ever way be his rank, station, or position in
lite, To be deprived of it by sny means what-
ever, bis boss'ed treedom becomes s sham—his
especial ar d exalted prerogative A mookery and
@& farce, What avalls IL Lo the cilisen that he is
entitied to a vole If that vole 14 Lo be nullifled
by frand? Buoch guards, then, should be thrown
around the polls ps will effeciually, if possible,
préserve them from the (alnt of a single lllallli
yole, Notouly shounld false votlng be severely
punlsbed, but false swearing Lo obiain A vole be
vislted with the pains and penslties of perjary
and with perpetusl disfranchlsement.

The people must be perfectly free to regulate
thelr puhﬂo bosiness in thelr own way, and
when Lhe volee of the maejority Is falrly and
clenrly expregsed, all should bow Lo it as 1o the
Volee of God.

The result of the protestion thus safforded is
Lot whilst forelgn companies, thas protecied,
uo lmmense busiuess In this Htate, so Iitls
coplidence 1s had in Lhose of Pennsyivanis tuat
thels business I8 almost entirely conflaed
wilhin tbe State Himits; und lately some of Lthem
buve withdrawn their agencies from otber
Hiates, becsause Do risks will ve taken, ln con-
sequepee of the Inadequacy of the laws to atford
rrotection to insurers.  To Lhis defect, mora-
uyer, may be attributed the operations of Lhe
nuwmwber of worthless companies woloh have
suddenly epruvg up, without any solld basis
abd as suddenly expired, to the Injury of al
whose confidence they oblalned, and o the dls-
bonor of the Commonwealth,

Whilst Pennsylvania ipsurance csompanles
transact little business oulside of the Siate, it
18 alleged thatforelgn life lnsurance companlies
alone pald taxes last year on three wmililon
vight bundred thousand dollars of premiums
rtecelved In Pepnsylvania, a greal proportion
of which would be confined Lo this Btate i the
same protection was given by law te its elti-
zens as is attorded by otbher States. Ths report
of the Ilusarance Department of New York,
published In 1867, shows thal the companies
which were dolng bus'ness la 1860, In Pennsyl.
vanla, snd also lo New York, lind risks In fores
for mere than five thousand mililoa ot dollars;
and itis belleved that the risks In Pennsylva-
nin compnnies, which, for wantof a proper In-
rurance Department, cannol be obialned,
would swell Lthe amounlt o overglx thousand
millions,

In view of these fac's, and of the costly expe-
rience of the people who have been lm posed
upon and deélrmuded by unsubstantlal and
ephemeral companies, I repeut the recommen-
dation made 1o the Logislature at iis last ses-
slon, that an Insuramce Department be esiab-
lished, and a superinlendent appointed by law,
who shall buve supervir-ion and control over
a#ll Insurance companies allowed Lo transaoct
business within the Biate, and aonually pub-
ligh, under oath, full reporis of thelr transac-
time, Tnecommuulty 18 deeply Interested In
this matter, and demands the protection whalcih
can thas only be afforded,

Without legislative wtuorlldy, buat belleving
my action would be sanctious bf Lbe people's
representatives, 1 spponted Dr. Hiram Corson
und Meesrs. H, U. Homes nnd A, Boyd Hamll
ton commisslaners Lo represent Peunsylvania
in that convention, These gentemen ireely
gave thelr time and experlence, and also in-
curred A pecunlary expenss of about three
bundred dollars, to defray which I recommend
Lthat an appropriation be made.

Siatistien.

In view of the vast smount and great variet
ol the produets of the State, & desk for the ool
lection of statisties reisiive to exporis and
imporis, sgriculture, manafactures, ooal, iron
oll, lumber, ete.,, might, with prugﬂou and
profit, be establisued, Thig conid be accow-
plished by ihe employment of & compelent
clerk, under the supervision of one of the
present heads of department, whose duaty
sbould be to colleot mnd publish such fuots us
nught tend tostimulale and Inerease our pro-
ducilve energles, instlll new life and vigor into
our menafeciuring Interests, and lead Lo more
accurate knowledge of all.our Internal resonroes
and the proper methods for toelr development,

There s abundant space in the Capitol bulld-
ings to be approprinted as u receptacls for
books, papers, mineralogical and geologionl
speclmens, and other ariicles that might be
contributed nppropriate to such a department,
and which In a few years would form an
invaloable eollection. Under legislative direc
ton the good results wonld be almose incal-

Pardons,

The st of pardons lssued during the past
yenr will be fonnd smong  the papers W wolen
your stientlon 18 called, The prineipal reasons
upom which Lhey were based, und the names of
some of the prominent petitioners, are given
in every oase. Thatl a few of these pardons may
have been unworlbily granted, throogh mis
representations of relatives, friends, sympas
thiglng uelghbors, and other interestod pariios,
ihere I8 no doubt, but in the majority of in-
tanees 16 18 oertaln that the ficis not only Juas-
tificdd but demanded Execullve clemency,

T'ne whole number of applications for pardons
duripg the year hus been gixteen hundred aod
twenty-three. The nvmber of pardons granted
in that time bas been one hundred and six,
wihich 18 o llulie over 6l per cent. Of those
pardoned about five per cent, have been agsin
provght before the sourls In consequence of
Ltheir retorn Lo the commission of erime.

Ism mmlly impressed with the weighly re-
sponsibilily of the pardoning power, wihlen
1apks amopg the most difficalt and embar.
rassing dutles of tho kxecutive office, Dally
veset with powerful and pitiful importunities,
g4 well as conflicting representations, from
ithoee In whom he should be enabled to place
the fullest confldence, In order to avold errors
in the declslon ol any case, the Governor is
compelled Lo take lnto consideration tue action
¢! the court before which the convict has been

tried; lthe majesty of the law which ma;
or muiy nok have been violated;
the oondl'lonm of the prisoner; his

tempiation to err; the injury that may be ln-.
flicteéd upon his helpless and dependent rela-
tives, and thearguments and appeals ofelllz:ns
whose oplulons Aand wishes ne is bound o
regpect. And however jusl bis deeislon and
pbumane and generous nis aclion, either in

favor of or sgalnst the petitioner for clemency,
ne must expect (0 have hls motives lmpugned,

Lils paiwe and charscter mallgned, and Lo snler |

virnlent atiacks for the exerclse of this most
importanl and mercifal prerogatlve.

The pardon report wili exhiibit that many In-
siances in whicn Exeoative clemenocy has bean
luvoked, youthful prisoners, charged with thelr
st cffenses, and those of & trivial enharacter,
have been the reciplents, Theobjectof punish-
ment, In all cnses, snould not be 80 much to
infliet pain a8 to reform the sufferer and pre-
veul the repetition of evil deeds, This fact ls
frequently lostsightof in lmposiag punishment
upon erimlinals, especially woen inexperienced
youlbs sre shut up in close cells witn men
bardened in crime, where Ils arts are daily
tanght, and & romance thrown around its com-
mission. Isstead af belng lmproved, they
come forth at whe expiration of their Lerms of
sentence with the loss of self-respeot, toelr
moral sentiments blunted, and prepared lo
practice upon soclety the ininmous lessons thoey
Duve learned, Buch punlsbmeunts tend w In-
crease rather than lessen the quantity of erims.
W hen houses ofcorrection and reformatoriesare
eonstrucled, or a rroper sysiem of confluement
aud prison discipline Is adopted, there wili be a
material decrease ol ¢ilme, and comparatively
few cases 10 demand the exercise of toe pardon-
jDg power,

Commuiation of Sentences.

There are confined in the Phlladelphia county
prison the followlpg-named, under sentence of
death, for whoss executlon warrantls have not
been lksued:~ Edward Ford, sentenced May 12,
1851; Jerry Dixon, May 80, 1863; Patrick Flane-
gunu, February 0, 1868: Newton Champlon, De-.
cember 1, 1863; and Alfred Alexander and Hes-
ter Vaughan, July 8, 1568, Buccessive (Gover-
nors, for satlsfaciory reasons, have deolined to
urder Lhe execatlon of tnese persons, Toe law
requires thal they shall be execated In accord-
ance with the sentence, nonounditionally pars
doned, or held in close confinement {n the
connty jall durlng ife.

Toe lavter puuishment, with the additional
embilterment constantly preying uapon Lue
mind that a death wariantl may at anpy moment

be issned, is, pernaps, tbe severest that could
betptlicted, It would be both justand mercital
to give the Governor authorily to commaute the
senlevoe of death In the above named cases to
lmwprisonmeut, at lsbor, in the Peniteutiary,
for such & term of years as tbe amellorating
clreumslances way scem Lo justify and de-
mand, One of the oconvicts named has been
imprisoncd about elghteen years, and althongh
1L might not be advisable to set ilm at lveriy,
homaolity and the ends of justiee require Lhe
commutation of his senteuce ln the manner
suggested,

Concluasion.

The foregolng subjects have been deemed of
sufficlent iImportance to submic at the present
time for your informatlon and conslderation.
Oihers may socur before Lhe elose of the session
whicu may be worthy of special communlea-
tlons, 1t will be my constant care and determi-
pation to co-operate with you in the proseca-
